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-BRITISH TANK BRITANNIA, NOW IN DRIVE FOR Rll KCJITS, 
DID MARVELOUS STUNT'S FOR CAMP UPTON SOLDIERS 


The big land-battleship Britannia, 


which recently astonished thousands 
of Brig. Gen. Evan M. Johnson's 
United States soldiers at Camp Up- 
ton by lumbering up almost impos- 
sible inclines, crushing big trees like 
match-wood and crossing; "enemy" 
trenches amidst a raking machine 
gun fire, has started on a tour of the 
United States to stimulate recruiting 
for the British, Canadian and United 
States armies. The tank is sent out 
by Brig. Gen. W. A. White of the 
British and Canadian Recruitinp 
Mission, and in personal command of 
the tank and its crew of veterans, all 
of -whom have been wounded, is 
Captain Richard Haigh, -who. was 
twice wounded himself. Brig. Gen. 
White wants to show this wonderful 


war machine in action to about 
250.000 Britishers and Canadians of 
military age with the idea of inspir- 
ing them to volunteer and do their 
plain duty to their country. 


Owing to the fact that tanks are 


built to operate in mud and not on 
frozen pround, the Britannia will 
first visit the large centers of popu- 
lation in the south—Richmond, At- 
lanta, Augusta, Birmingham, Mobile, 


other cities—and will next crawl 
through the streets of Memphis, 
Louisville, etc., on its way to Chi- 
cago, the headquarters of Col. J. S. 
Dennis in charge of the Western 
Division. The tank will not reach 
Chicago until warmer weather sets 
in, because five miles of travel over 


frozen ground causes more wear and 
tear on a "lady" tank like th« 
Britannia than fifty miles through 
the mud. 
The female tank carriei 


six machine guns and weighs thirty 
tons, while the male is armed with 
two six-pounders, three rapid fireri 
and weighs sixty tons. 


The Britannia saw service in th« 


battle of the Somme, went "over th« 
top" three times and had part of hei 
hull shot away. To save tune she 
travels on a big flat car between 
cities, her own speed being onlj 
about four miles an hour. Accom« 
panying her on the tour will be the 
captured German submarine, re- 
named the "U-Buy a Bond," which 
participated in the second Libertj 
Loan campaign

New York, Jan. 20.—Wall street re-

ket's liquidation. 


Peace possibilities were actively can- 


vassed earlier in the week but received 
a check later on by signs of another 
Teutonic offensive together with the 
address of the British Premier which 
emphasized the dominance of the mill- 
tary leaders of the Central Powers, 
and urged an immediate increase of 
the entente allied forces. 


Private financial projects designed to 


meet the requirements of Industrial 
companies are likely to be Indefinitely 
deferred because of Washington's lat- 
est edict. 
Some of the railroads seem 


to be emerging- from their more ad- 
verse condition of last year, although 
gross earnings continue to be largely 
absorbed by greater operating: costs. 


It was thought that-the action of 


the Boston and Ohio directors in de- 
claring the regular dividend on the 
common stock might serve as a guide 
for other roads similarly situated but 
advices from Washington plainly dis- 
couraged such a general policy. The 
world war precludes fair comparison 
of present monetary conditions with 
those of corresponding periods of re- 
cent years, but the trend obviously 
Is toward higher rates for all forms of 
accommodation.

It reminds them, how- 
ever, that no short term courses or 
correspondence school methods will 
admit them to the Red Cross ranks 
as registered nurses. The only way 
is via the recognized hospital schools 
of nursing, -where the course of study 
and practical work covers from two to 
three years

German Proclamation at Lille. 


"The attitude of England makes the 


provisioning of the population more 
and more difficult. 


"To reduce the misery, the German 


authorities have recently asked for 
volunteers to co and work In the 
country. This offer has not had the 
success that was expected. 


"In consequence of this the inhab- 


itants •will be deported by order and 
removed Into the country. Persons 
deported will be sent to the interior 
of the occupied territory in France, far 
behind the front, where they will be 
employed in agricultural labor, and 
not - on any military work wh'atever. 
By this measure they will be given 
the /opportunity of providing better 
for their subsistence. 


"In case of necessity, provisions can 


be obtained through the German de- 
pots. Every person deported will be 
allowed to take with him 30 kilo- 
grams of baggage (household utensils, 
clothes, etc.), which it will be well to 
make ready at once. 


"I therefore order that no one, tin- 


til further orders, shall change his 
place of residence. No one may ab- 
sent himselt from his declared legal 
residence from 9 p. m. to 0 a. m. (Ger- 
man time), unless he Is in possession 
of a permit in due form. 


"Inasmuch as this is an Irrevocable 


measure, it is in the interest of the 
population itself to remain calm and 
obedient.

Belgian Address to French President. 
"To 
Monsieur 
Rnyrmind 
Poincare, 


President of the French Republic, 
Paris. 
"Sir: We have the honor to ex- 


press aKRln our most sincere grati- 
tude to you for yonr most kind recep- 
tion, n few days a^o, of the deputa- 
tion which went with feelings of legit- 
imate emotion to Inform you of the 
deportation of lads and girls, tvhlch 
the German authorities have just car- 
ried out in the invaded districts. 


"We have collected some details on 


the subject fi-om the lips of an honor- 
able and trustworthy person, who suc- 
ceeded in leaving Tourooln.c; about ton 
days ago; we think it our duty to 
bring those details to your notice by 
reproducing textiuilly the declarations 
which have been made to us: 


"These deportations began towards 


Eastor. The Germans announced thnt 
the Inhabitants of Rouhaix, Tonrcoing, 
Lille, etc., were going to be transport- 


ed into Freuch districts where "QielrJ 
provlslonine would b» easier.' 
" 'At night, at about two o'clock In ' 


the morning, a whole district of the i 
town was Invested by the troops ot oc-' 
cupatlon. To each house was dlstrlb- j 
uteri a printed notice, of which we sl"e , 
herein an exact reproduction, preserv-1 
Ing the style and spelling.' (See docu- 
ment, above.) 


" 'The Inhabitants so warned were to 


hold themselves ready to depart sn 
hour and a half after the distribution 
of the proclamation.' 


" 'Each family, drawn up outside the 


house, was examined by an officer, who 
pointed out haphazard the persons who 
were to go. No words can express the 
barbarity of this proceeding uor de- 
scribe the heartrending scenes which' 
occurred; young men and girls took 
hasty farewell of their parents—a fare- 
well hurried by the German soldiers 
who were executing the Infamous task 
—rejoined the group of those who were 
polns. and found themselves in the 
middle of the street, surrou _,ed by 
other soldiers with fixed bayonets.' 
" 'Tears of despair OB tho part- of j 


parents and children so ruthlessly 
separated did not soften the hearts of 
the brutal Germans. Sometimes, how- 
ever, a more kind-hearted officer yield-1 
ed to too great despair and did not | 
choose all the persons whom he should j 
—by the terms of his Instructions— 
have separated.' 


Herded Like Cattle. 


" 'These girls and lads -were taken 


In street cars to factories, where they' 
were numbered and labeled like cattle; 
aad grouped to form convoys. In these ' 
factories, they remained 111, 24 or 30' 
hours until a train was ready to re-1 
move them.' 
j 


" 'The deportation began with the j 


villages of Roncy, Halluln, etc., then j 
Tourcoing and Roubaix. In the towns : 
the Germans pioceeded by districts." I 
" 'In all abou1' 30,000 persons are said ] 


to have been carried offi up to the pres-1 
ent. This monstrous operation has 
taken eight to *sn days to accomplish.' 
It Is feared, unfortunately, that It may 
begin again soon. 
: 


" 'The reason given by the German 


authorities Is n Humanitarian (?) one. 
They have put forward the following 
pretexts: provisioning Is going to 
break down in the large towns In the 
north and their suburbs, whereas in | 
the Ardennes the leeding Is easy and 
cheap.' 


" 'It Is known from the young men 


and gfrls, since sent back to their' 
families for reasons of health, that In '. 
the department of the Ardennes the i 
victims are lodged In n terrible man- ' 
ner, in disgraceful promiscuity; they 
are compelled to work In the fields. It j 
Is unnecessary to say that the inhabi- 
tants of our towns are not trained to 
such work. The Germans pay them 
1.50 m. But there are complaints of 
Insufficient food.' 


"Barbarity of Slave Drivere." 


"'They were very badly received In 


the Ardennes. The Germans had told 
the Ardennals that these were "volun- 
tcers" who were coming to work, and • 
the Ardenuais proceeded to receive j 
them with many insults, which only i 
ceased when the forcible deportation 
of which they were the victims became 
known.' 
" 'Feeling ran especially high In our 


towns. 
Never has so iniquitous a 


measure been carried out. The Ger- 
mans have shown ull the barbarity of 
slave drivers." 
" The families so scattered are In 


despair nnd the morale of the whole 
population Is gravely affected. Boys 
of fourteen, schoolboys in knlcker- 
bo<*'cers, apung girls of fifteen to six- 
te.i have been carried offi, and the de- 
spairing protests of their parents failed 
to touch the hearts of the German offi- 
cers, or rather executioners.' 


"One last detail: 'The persons so 


deported are allowed to write home 
once a month; that is to say, even less 
often than military prisoners.' 


"Such are the declarations which we 


have collected and which, without com- 
mentary, confirm in an even more 
striking way the facts which we took 
the liberty of laying before yon. 
| 


"We do not wish here to enter Into i 


the question of provisioning In the in- 
vaded districts; others, better quali- 
fied than ourselves, give you, as we 
know, frequent information. 
It 13 


enough for us to describe in a few 
words the situation from this aspect: 


Entire Population In Misery. 


"The provisioning Is very difficult; 


food, apart from that supplied by the j 
Spanish-American committee, is very 
scarce and terribly dear. . . . People 
are hungry and the provisioning is in- 
adequate by nt least a half; our popu- 
lation is suffering constant privations™ 
and is growing noticeably weaker. The 
death rate, too, has Increased consid- 
erably. 


"Sometimes Inhabitants of the In- 


vaded territories speak with a note of 
discouragement, 
crying 
apparently: 


•We are forsaken by everyone.' We, 
on the other hand, are hopeful, Mon- 
sieur le President, that the energetic 
intervention on the part of neutrals, 
which the French government Is sure 
to evoke, will soon bring to an end 
these measures which, rouse the wrath 
of all to whom humanity is not an emp- 
ty word. . . . 


"With all confidence In the sympathy 


of the government we venture to ad- 
dress a new and pressing appeal to 
your generous kindness and far-reach- 
ing Influence in the name of those who 
are suffering on behalf of the whole 
country."
